hence, he would not send a firm request tothe Admiral, The staff assistant 
indicated that this was very considerate of the Director and that the appointment 
would remain on the Admiral's calendar if at N1 possible, 


5. Therefore, we anticipate that Admiral Mdorer may speak to the Senior 


Seminar on 21 April 1972 even though a direct request for such an appearance 
was not sent,
